mone of Wilson Letter. 

He says: 

“T certainly would not have allowed 
my name to go before the convention 
that nominated me if I had not 
thought that the man who told me 
that Mr. Smith would not be a candi- 
date for the senate spoke to me for 
Mr. Smith. I had every reason to 
think he did. I will not name him 
because he is a man whom I very 
highly esteem and on whom I don't 
care to bring the mortification of 
being drawn into this now very pub- 
lic: matter. I am quite willing to go 
with Mr. Smith before the court of 
public opinion on the charge of at- 
tempted trickery and deceit. 

“If the gentleman of whom I have 
spoken did not speak for Smith in 
what he told me, why did Mr. Smith 
corroborate what he had said.

We have always done 
this for persons living on the right ‘of 
way between Marcus and Bayard ave- 
nues. We take them on that way, too. 
Ours is a sort of accommodation line. 

“T was within twenty feet of 
Schwabe’s gate when I saw his cane. I 
thought at first that it was a police- 
man’s nightstick, but I put on my 
brakes. I didn’t know it was my old 
friend until I went to pick him up after 
the car had struck him.” 

Schwabe was a bookkeeper in the City 
Comptroller's office. He was 68 years 
old and extremely near-sighted. His 
skull was fractured when the street car 
ran him down and he died 12 hours later

John I. Begg: ‘George J. Kobusch, 
representatives of the A. G. Edwards & 
Sons Brokerage Co. and other members 
of the syndicate formed to reorganize 


the St. Louls Car Co. will confer Thurs- 
day in the offices of the National Bank 
of Commerce. Negotiations whereby 
John I. Beggs has stipulated that he 
would take $350,000 of the car company’s 
common stock if St. Louts business men 
subscribed $400,000, are said to be prac- 
tically completed. 

According to reports in financial cir- 
cles, Beggs is to assume the presidency 
of the $4,000,000 car concern immediate- 
ly, with George J. Kobusch, as ‘vice- 
president and general manager. In this 
event, Beggs, it is understood, will term- 
inate his connection with the Milwaukee 
properties of the North American Co. 
and take up a permanent residence here. 

President Edwards of the Bank of 
Commerce said the negotiations are 
progressing favorably. “Conferences of 
all the interests concerned,” he said, 
“will be held during the next few days. 
We have reasonable assurance the deal 
under way will be promptly consum- 
mated.’’ 

Pianned Home With MeCullochs, 

Two years ago Beggs was the active 
head of the properties of the North 
American Co. in St. Louis. He was 
president of the United Railways and 
Laclede Gas Light companies and the 
executive. head of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. 

He had planned a $50,000 residence in 
Washington terrace, which he was to 
build for his daughter, Mrs. Richard 
McCulloch, and where he intended to 
live with the McCullochs, withdrawing 
from his Milwaukee interests. 

Then followed a quick change in Beggs 
relations with the North American. He 
was replaced by Capt. Robert McCul- 
loch as president of the United Rail- 
ways, and the Laclede Gas Light pres- 
idency became vacant and remained so 
until the North American sold control 
to a St. Louis syndicate. 

At the time James Campbell, now 
president of the North American Co., 


was its virtual head. The official rela- } 


tions between Campbell and Beggs have 
been strained for years, and to this rup- 
ture financiers have attributed the re- 
tirement of Beggs from the St. Louis 
properties of the big eastern holding 
company. 

Campbell Says Beggs Will Quit. 

Campbell told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er recently that if Beggs is made presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Car Co. he will, 
as a matter of course, retire from the 
Milwaukee properties of the North 
American corporation. 

The plant of the St. Louis Car Co. 
occupies 50 acres of ground in Baden, 
in North St. Louis. When operated at 
ful capacity it employs 3700 men and its 
gross business approximates more than 
$16,000,000 a year. 

The $750,000 of new capital which it 
proposed to raise will be ample, it is 
said, to start the reorganization and in- 
crease the present force of employes.

the United States as Joseph Rabinowitz. 


He was about 22 years old then, and is 
now about 38. He came to this country 
alone and he 4s still single and without 
relatives here. For the last four years 
he has been as well known among res- 
taurant goers along Fifth avenue and 
along Broadway as he is known among 
financiers, and even to some of those 
intimately associated with him in busi, 
ness he is known as a Frenchman, 
Many of these pronounce his namé as 
Ro-ban. 

A year after Rabinowitz reached 
America he fixed on journalism as his 
profession. For less than a month he 
‘was a reporter on The Herald, with only 
broken English and tremendous deter- 
mination as his stock in trade. The 
building and loan boom was at its 
height'then and when journalism turned 
an unfriendly face toward Rabinowitz 
he cheerfully accepted the situation and 
became a promoter of building and loam 
associations. That was his introduction 
into banking. 

Four years later Rabinowitz had be- 
come Robin and was attracting atten- 
tion as deputy to James R, O’Beirne, 
Oom Paul Kruger’s commissioner extra- 
ordinary for the Boers in the United 
States. Within five years more he was 
banker and financier, his associates in 
ambitious enterprises including some of 
the best known men in the United 
States.

Westinghouse, inventor of the airbrake, 
being interested with them.

Chicago Economist Calls Their 
Paying of Any Price Asked 
Hardship on Others. 





POOR FARMING IS CITED 


Expensive Agricultural Methods 
and High Tariff Help to Add 
to Burden. 





Bad farming, high tariff and expen- 
sive agricultural methods are the chief 
causes of the high cost of living, accord- 
ing to J. Lawrence Laughlin, head of 
the department of political economy in 
the University of Chicago, who  ad- 
’ dressed the convention of the American 
Economic Association at the Planters 
Hotel Wednesday. 

Prof. Laughliin’s topic was “The 
Causes of Changes in Prices Since 
1896.’" He said that speculation’and gen- 
eral extravagance had caused the dif- 
ference between the cost of production 
and the selling: price to be absorbed, 
giving rise to monopolies and trusts. 

“We must face the fact,’’ he said, 
“that we have increasing riches in this 
country. New wealth makes liberal 
spenders. The newly rich man pays 
what is asked and doesn’t grumble. 

‘The result is that the extravagance 
of the rich has increased prices general- 
by in hotels, sleeping cars, on railroads 
and in the vegetable and fruit market. 


| The price of commodities needed by the 


poorer class has been raised. The 
change in prices has given opportunity 
for speculation, each increase adding to 
the profit, and this hag spread to gam- 
bling in securities. 

“Speculation goes on independently of 
the gold supply. The profits go to the 
winner, and they have nothing to do 
with the supply and demand in the 
money market. The increased price of 
gold ‘and the increase of production off- 
set the increased demand for products." 

Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale, who fol- 
lowed Prof. Laughlin, took issue with 
the Chicago economist on the assertion 
that the gold supply was not a vital 
element in the situation. He argued 
that prices generally rested on a gold 
basis.

LAWYER SAYS TILLES. SHARED 
1N GRAIN LOSS AND PROFITS 


Declares in Argument That 
Checks, Traced Transactions 
With Company. 


, Attorney H. 8. Robbins declared in 
arguments before United States Com- 
missioner Morsey in the removal pro- 
céedings against C. A. Tilles Wednesday 
that Tilles had put money into the 
Standard Stock & Grain Dealers to 
make good losses and had drawn out 
one-third of the profits in prosperous 
times. 

Tillés is resisting extradition to Wash- 
ington to answer an indictment charg- 
ing him with being interested in the 
Standard Company, which is alleged to 
have been a bucketshop. Tilles denied 
any connection with the company. 

According to Robbins’ argument, the 
company in four months made $725,000 
and Tilles received one-third of it. He 
said the complete records were not 
available. Robbins said that in those 
times when the evidence showed the 
company was prosperous and the profits 
were transferred from the Third Na- 
tional Bank of Jersey City to the’ ac- 
count of S. W. Adler & Co., in the Sea- 
beard National Bank in New York, 
there was always a check on the Sea- 
board bank deposited to Tilles’ credit 
in the First National Bank of Jersey 
City and that the amount of this check 
was for approximately one-third of the 
profits of the company for a definite 
period.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 28.—Clar- 
ence Beauchamp of Kennett, Mo., who 
was paroled last Thursday by Gov.

Gov. Hadley revoked. his parole today 
upon’ the recommendation of former 
Senator Ely and Representative Charles 
P, Hawkins -of Dunklin county. 

Beauchamp celebrated his parole and 
wedding too hilariously, creating a dis- 
turbance at Kennett. 

The man was convicted of assault with 
intent to kill, but was originally paroled 
by Judge Fort, before whom he was 
tried. While under this parole he made 
love to Mrs, Ritch and they became en- 
gaged. Subsequently his parole was re- 
voked by Judge Fort because Beauchamp 
became intoxicated.

How St. Paul, Minn., got rid of tke 
smoke nuisance will be told to St. Lovls- 
ans in a lecture to be delivered Jan. 31 
by Dr. Justus Ohage, former Hejlth 
Commissioner of that city. 

“Smoke does not mean prosper.ty,” 
was Dr. Ohage’s motto in his successful 
campaign of a few years ago for com- 
pelling the observance of the anti-emoko 
“It means waste of fuel and dis- 
regard for the rights of others.’’ 

This motto was printed at the head of 
the notices which the Health Commis- 
sioner had sent out to violators of the 
smoke law, after the Mayor had turned 
over to him the work of smoke suppres- 
sion. The S8t.~Paul ordinance did not 
create any special officer to enforce it, 
and the task went begging untfl it was 
given to Dr. Ohage. 

Photographs, such as the Post-Dis- 
patch has been showing daily, of smok- 
ing chimneys, were Dr. Ohage’s chief 
evidence. Fines were $25 for the first 
offense, $50 the second time, and third- 
time offenders got the law’s limit, $100. 

As in St.. Louis, the locomotives were 
the greatest obstacle to a smokeless St. 
Dr. Ohage studied the subject of 
locomotive firing, and learned how 
smoke could be minimized, then he spent 
several days in riding on locomotives 
with firemen and showing them how to 
fire so as to avoid making dense smoke 
so long as they were within the city. 

Before proceeding to the enforcement 
of the smoke law, the Health Commis- 
sioner questioned officers of the local 
and national organizations of firemen, 
asking them ‘‘Can the smoke nuisance 
be reasonably prevented without injury 
to trade and manufacturing interests?’’

‘Thinks Negiect Is Absurd. 

“To leave the baby out of a domestic 
science course is like leaving Hamlet 
out of the play,”’ Miss Day told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday. ‘We 


. teach young women to care for the 


heme and neglect to teach them to care 
for the little life which should be the 
center of every home. It strikes me 
as absurd. 

“Of course there is this difficulty: 
Few girls would care to take up such 


. @ study with the candid admission that 
. they were fitting themselves for the re- 


sponsibilities of motherhood. But they 
could pretend that they were studying 
to become nurses in the homes of rich 
folk at large salaries—and they could 
do that work of course, if they chose. 

"My plan is té have a supply of in- 
fants from orphan asylums for the 
laboratory work. The students could 
care for these, learn the principles of 
food selection and how to meet the do- 
mestic crises Baby continually presents. 

Daily Freedom for Mother. 

“In a university this would have the 
added advantage that wives of the fac- 
ulty members could leave their children 
at the Jaboratory when they wanted to 
go calling in the afternoon. Every 
mother should be free of the care of her 
“or a fevs hours daily, anyhow. 

“Tt is not my idea to train children's 
nurses, but to train young women for 
motherhood. There are now three or 
four places in the United States where 
young women are taught the care of 
babies, but they are recruited for the 
most part from the servant classes, and 
they do not take up the study with the 
thought of becoming wives and mothers. 
The university-bred woman is the one 
we need to réach. 

“Until ‘recently, it has been assumed 
that @ woman knows instinctively how 
be care for her offspring. We know now 

hat this isn’t true. If girls could be 
pe in advance it would save much 
unhappiness and suffering certainly, and 


perhaps some lives.” 


Dr. Day. formeriy taught domestic 
-at the University ‘of Missouri, 
“and she tried to get her project put into

Paper by I. M. Rubenow of De- 
partment of Commerce and 
Labor Is Read to Women. 





To solve the servant problem 
unionize the servants. 

This was the: suggestion of I. M. 
Rubenow of the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Imbor, made 
in a paper read Wednesday |) fore the 
American Home Economics Associa- 
tion, in session at the Teachers’ Col- 
lege, Park and Theresa avenues. 

In the absence of the author, the 
paper was read. by Miss Matilda 
Campbell of Toledo, O. : 

Rubenow says the ancient fiction 
that the servant is a member of the 
family, at $3 per week, ought to be 
abolished. It is a survival of medi- 
eval conditions, he says;—the only 
survival An any line of economic pro- 
duction in civilized countries. 


relationship between the servant and 
the employer can be accomplished 
only through :a labor union, Rubenow 
says. 

Bigest Union in Worid. 3 

It would be the biggest union in the 
world, with a@ membership more than 
four times as great as the miners’ union. 
Rubenow says there are 1,460,000 house- 
hold servants in the United States, 107, 
000 waiters and waitresses, and enough 
housekeepers, laundresses and stewards 
to run the total to 2,146,000 

There ought to be a liability law, 
Rubenow thinks, to provide damages 
for servants hurt in falls from step- 
ladders or scalded with hot water or 
burned by gasoline explosions or in- 
jured in any ‘other of the manifold 
household mishaps. He thinks their 
hours should be regulated by law, 
anc that the conditions under which 
they work and sleep | ‘should be le- 
golly défined. 

“The backwardness of the economic 
condition of servants,” he says, “is 
due to the large supply of female la- 
bor for which there is no demand 
outside of the home, This has per- 
petuated the antiquated labor con- 
tract and has resulted in social dis- 
crimination against this vocation. 

Proving Own Remedy. 

Eut this condition is“ proving its 
own remedy. he adds, since the fact 
that servants are looked down on has 
driven female wage earners into oth- 
er’ fields and has caused a decrease 
in the number available for hous¢- 
work and cooking, giving rise to 
that servant problem which every 
hovsewife knows about. 

“This problem will be solved by the 


tury,’’ Rubenow said, ‘‘as the problem 
of rapid transportation was solved by 
the technical genius of the nineteenth. 
It is not at all difficult to imagine a 
degree of progress when the private 
servant at first an absolute necessity, 
will become a convenience, then a lux- 
ury, and then will become as extinct 
as the dodo.” 

This will be brought about, he says; 
through scientific housekeeping and the 
unionizing .of labor. 

Miss Florence Corbett of the Teach- 
ers’ College in New York read a paper 
by John Leeds, another member of the 
faculty, in which he asked that every 
member of the association send him a 
detailed report for a week, of exactly 
how much time she spends in cooking, 
dressing the children, airing rooms, 
sewing, darning, sweeping, dusting, 
marketing, laundering and so on through 
the list of domestic duties. He wants 
the data so he can estimate the amount 
and value of the woman’s work in the 
home. 

A paper by J. Lebovitz, an employe in 
the Congressional Library at Washing- 
ton, in which the statement was made 
thatthe advertising of devices to light 
en household work had increased $100,- 
000,000 in a year in the United States. 
The paper was about such devices, and 
said there were 1000 patents on them 
at Washington, but that few of them 
had come into general use, principally 
on account of the expense they involve.

BALLOON RACERS |= 


Declares St. Louis Inflating 
Grounds Were Properly Po- 
liced at All Times, 


Albert Bond Lambert, president of the 
Aero Club of St. Louis, has been noti- 
fied that the Swiss contestants in the 
recent international balloon race from 
St. Louis have filed with the Interna 
tional Aeronautic Federation a forma! 
protest in which they allege that the 
event was not properly organized and 
handled. 

_ They complain that the balloons were 
inflated too slowly and that the grounds 
at Newstead and Chouteau avenues 
were not adequately policed. 

An official copy of the charges is 
now on its way to Lambert from Cort- 
landt Field Bishop of the Aero Club of 
America, 

“TIT am surprised that anyone should 
charge that the grounds were not prop- 
erly policed,’’ said Lambert. ‘There 
were fewer persons by 10 per cent on the 
inflating grounds here than at Zurich, 
Switzerland, when the race was started 
there in 1909. The policing arrangements 
here were perfect. 

Firat Criticism, 

“Up to this time there has been no 
criticism as to the quality of the 
gas. It is true that the Laclede com- 
pany’s supply at the time was so 
small that it took much longer than 
usual to inflate the balloons, but all 
were ready for the start at 4 p. m. 
Only the pilots were to blame if they 
did not get away on time, 

“The one real cause for complaint 
was 'that Bishop, who brought the 
papers showing the conditions of the 
race and other data, did not arrive 
until the night before’the start. This 
made it necessary for most of the 
pilots to remain up all night studying 
the papers. The race was the most 
successful ever conducted. 

“After. every big event, the Swiss 
pilots file a protest. Their grievances 
following the race which started in 
their own country in 1909 took up a 
year of the International Federation's 
time and in the end they were de- 
clared unfounded. Over there we had 
to look after our balloons. Here all 
of the work was taken off the pilots’ 
shoulders.” 

Will Take Up Charges. 

Advices from New York say that the 
protest of the Swiss aeronauts will be 
considered by the International Federa- 
tion which meets in Paris, Jan. 10. 

Cortlandt F. Bishop is quoted by the 
Associated Press as saying: ‘‘Conditions 
at St. Louis were not as good as might 
have been desired but I have no rea- 
son to believe they were not as good as 
possible. Both these handicaps at St. 
Louis ‘were due to conditions over which 
the Aero club of St. Louis had no con- 
trol.

1000 Will Be Indicted by 
Ohio Grand Jury.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Friends of 


the administration made it known to- 
day in an emphatic manner that Presi- 
dent Taft intends to stand for renomi- 
nation in 1912. They expect that he will 
have the support of Col. Roosevelt. The 
Colonel now is in an optimistic frame 
of mind and looks forward to a Repub- 
lican victory in 1912. 

A few weeks ago the situation did not 
look promising to the President. He be- 


lieved that the November defeat pres- 
aged another disaster in the national 
campaign to follow. Even at that time 
the President is known to have told 
friends that he would accept the nomi- 
nation in the face of certain defeat if 
the Republican committee placed the 
standard in his hands. 

It is, of course, out of the question for 
Taft to announce his candidacy, but it 
may be stated on good authority that 
whatever the political developments otf 
the next few years may be, his name 
will be placed in nomination, at the party 
gathering in 1912. The President be- 
lieves that victory is possible at the 
next general election, but he knows that 
a long and, hard campaign faces the 
party. He has consulted many leaders 
and has himself taken the first steps 
toward a reconciliation between the reg- 
ulars and the insurgents. 

Where Roosevelt Stands, 

According to leaders here the fight in 
the convention of 1912 is likely to arise 
between the extreme insurgent wing and 
a more conservative but still progressive 
faction, which shall stand for President 
Taft. It is with this latter wing that 
Col, Roosevelt is expected to ally him- 
self as against the extremists, of whom 
Senator Cummins of Iowa, or Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin may be the 
leader. 

It is pointed out here that the Presi- a : 
dent had made overtures to the insur- | 
gents since Congress began its session. 
When he went to Panama, Taft, ac- 
cording to friends, was despondent as 
to the chance of Republican success two 
years hence, On that trip his brother, 
Charles P. Taft, brought him inte a 
more optimistic frame of mind. 

At any rate, it is certain that immedi- 
ately on his return to the United States 
the President held out the olive branch 
to the insurgents. Senators Cummins, 
Borah, Bristow and Representatives 
Norris, Murdock and others classed.as 
insurgents, went to the White House as 
of old. They were consulted not mere 
ly in regard to pending judicial appoint- 
ments, but about legislative matters. 


The Meek Conciliating Leaders 
sident had been told that the 


esse toon of the differences between 
the regulars and the insurgents would be 
the hardest task for the man who under 
took to rehabilitate the party so that ‘t 
might face November, 1912, with confi- 
dence. 

The calling in of the insurgents wes 
the first move of the President to bring 
about an era of good feeling among 
the Congress leaders. Since then the 
President has invited to the White 
House leaders of the party who are not 
in Congress. He has talked with Lloyi 
C. Griscom, president of the New York 
Repubiican County Committee, and Col 
lector William Loeb Jr., Arthur I. 
Vorys of Ohio and the politicians in his 
Cabinet. 

With the general groundwork of con- 
cililation laid out, the President's atten- 
tion was directed to details. He has 
heard suggestions that an active man 
should be at the head of the Republican 
National Committee to succeed ex-Gov. 
Hill of Miine, who, it is understood, is 
willing to retire. This matter is now 
under consideration.

Courses of instruction 
have been carefully arranged with a view to the 
peculiar requirements of the pupils. They are 
taught not only from books, but are given in- 
dustrial instruction as well—gardening and field 
agriculture, trade and manual fraining and the 
household arts. 

This information is gleaned from a three-page 
advance notice, typewritten on the stationery of 
the “War Department, Bureau of Insular Af- 
fairs,” and is to announce that there “has been 
mailed to you direct from Manila a copy of the 
Tenth Annual Report of the Director of Educa- 
tion for the Philippine Islands.” 

It is plain the Government has something in 
the Philippines of which it is so proud that it seeks 
publicity for its achievemehts. Gratifying as is 
the information that “never before in history 
was a practical educational system buyilt» up 
among a tropical people,” the disposition to make 
public anything in relation to the conduct of 
affairs in the Philippines is more gratifying. 

A precedent has been established. 
be followed. We trust the War Department will 
extend the ‘field of its efforts for publicity beyond 
the educational system. It would be -at least as 
interesting to know the methods used in driving 
the tenantry from the friar lands, how the Sugar 
Trust set about the task of acquiring the sugar 
lands; what franchises have been granted and on 
what terms, and a variety of other acts of which 
information is scanty and suspicion great. Noth- 
ing would be more welcome than complete pub- 
licity for Philippine affairs. 
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One of the objections to the new charter offered 
by the Central Trades and Labor Union is the 
reduction in the number of elective officers. 
Chis is opposition to one of the most momeu- 
tous reforms the charter offers. A most effective 
complaint against existing schemes of city gov- 
ernment concerns the lengthy array of officers 
to be voted for. No man could possibly be fa- 
miliar with the merits of so many candidates. 
Singularly enough all labor organizations use the 
short ballot system in their own affairs. The 
American Federation of Labor, which is com- 
posed of 118 national and international unions, 
representing approximately 27,000 local unions, 
has only 11 elective officers—a president, eight 
vice-presidents, a secretary 
Unionists adopt for their own government a 
scheme to which their supposed local representa- 
tives object when applied to a municipality. 
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sT. LOUIS AS A COTTON CENTEE. 

As the movement to encourage cotton manu- 
facturing in St. Louis now promises success, the 
meaning of the opportunity is interpreted very 
concisely in the report of the Department of 
Commerce and: Labor for Dec. 23d. 

Giving the value of all exports for 11 months 
of 1910, the report shows cotton increasing to 
$427,700,000 fro.o $.07,900,000 for the same time 
last year. No other single item in the whole 
list reaches as high as a hundred million dol- 
lars. No other item shows such a gain, and this 
gain helps to overcome losses in such items as 
treadstuffs and petroleum. The cash from cot- 
ton is a full fourth of the grand total. The total 
from wheat is only one-twentieth of that from 
cotton. Wheat and flour combined give less 
than a seventh of the cotton receipts. In valu- 
ing the total of all crops, at the point of produc- 
tion, the Agricultural Department gives the first 
rank to corn, with an estimated value of $1,500,- 
000,000, but this is a valuation only. It is well 
known that the bulk of the corn crop is not 
marketed at all and that its cash value depends 
largely on marketing animal products, while 
cotton is the leading “‘cash crop” of the country, 
| bringing in cash to the last bale. 


Missouri ranks high among the corn states. 
With this Missouri advantage, St. Louis has in 


reserve for its future, the benefit of the closest 
relations possible with the cotton states. They 
are at its doors commercially and they are al- 
ready among its best customers. As it helps to 
build up their cash receipts by manufacturing 
their greatest staple of raw material, it will 
create new opportunities for itself through their 
development. 
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The Wednesday Club anti-smoke crusaders have 
sent out 60,000 circulars asking co-operation. If 
10 per cent of those appealed to join the move- 
ment St. Louis will be smokeless in short order. 
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THE POSTAL SAVINGS BENEFIT. 

For four years the Philippines have enjoyed 
postal savings banks. Their success in the Phil- 
ippines should warrant the Government intro- 
ducing the system all over the United States 
without further delay. The official interest rate 
has been two and a half per cent, but Brigadier- 
General Edwards, in view of the fact that loans 
are easily made at 8 to 10 per cent, asks Con- 
gress to increase the dividend to 3 per cent. 

There are now 293. postal savings offices in the 
Philippines. Filipinos comprise 65 per cent of 
the depositors. Within the past year the num- 
ber of depositors has increased practically 100 
per cent. Altogether. the postal bank in the 
Philippines is a complete success. 

With such a striking proof of entire prac- 
ticability,. why should the people of the United 
States be longer denied the postal banking fa- 
cilities extended to the — Filipinos?

more than a dinner, it was an occasion. 

Are we aware that there are thousands of peo- 
ple in our city whose everyday life is a hard 
grind and a sordid struggle? Their modest little 
homes are crowded into the older sections of the 
city and there is the constant thought of provision 
for their children, for these are truly the noble 
little. mothers an there are more children to a 
block than there are in a whole néighborhood of 
the West End. 

It impressed me at this dinner that instead of

a lot of rummy bummy men—God bless them and | 
mend them, they are cared for elsewhere—instead . 


of these there were a surprisingly large number 
of women, mothers, for they had babes at their 
breasts, and toddlers clinging to their skirts. Of 
course, these women could roast a turkey and 
bake mince pies at home and garnish a dinner with 
celery and cranberry sauce and do it well; but that 
is not the thing. Among these. humble people how 
seldom does it come to many of these to eat a big 
dinner at an occasion, let alone at the home of 
relatives or another neighbor’s. And also, how 
much it meant to these little mothers, wearing 


and a treasurer themselves out in service, to be served, and, wear- 


ied with the monotony and privation of their own 
economizing and cooking, to have the privilege to 
eat of someone else’s cooking and have unlimited 
quantity. 

These people might have been hungry, but a 
Christmas dinner will not suffice for more than 
a day, they will need to return to caring for 
themselves as they have been doing before. But 
they were very hungry, not only for a good, big 
dinner, but for all of the gay holiday surroundings, 
the big lighted Christmas tree, the crowds in the 
gayly decorated building, the boys’ band and the 
orchestra, the Santa Claus in his areoplane and 
the kindly women with sweet, motherly smiles 
who served the tables, assisted by a host of young 
ladies and young men, with a surplus of sunshine 
and good cheer. 

‘Such an occasion as this was not doling out 
charity, it was truly entertaining guests, for while 
there were many, very many, who seemed abjectlg 
poverty stricken, yet the great multitude of them 
would have gotten along without it and had only 
one more day of commonplace life. But it was de- 
ing more than satisfying the appetite, for many 
of us who served and observed were hungry, too; 
it satisfied their appetite and delighted their 
souls, for the gladness and greatness of the oc- 
casion wil] long remain with them, even if their 
appetite does return and the trumpets given them 
are blown out, the prétty little dois disfigured and 
the picture books so soiled by little hands that 
they can’t be read. 

Angels might well covet a place to serve at 
these tables, for it was impressive—the large num- 
ber of aged women with body bowed and hair 
turned gray. They could not eat much because 
of their age; they do not need much, but they 
saw and heard much and felt more. The great 
Sight was the thousands of boys and girls, the 
little ones, for there were very few big ones. And 
you know these little ones have stomachs down to 
their heels and hollow all the way. It would have 
done the heart of an Ozark farmer good to~see 
them put things away. Of course, they didn't eat 
turkey first—not on your life, if Was mince pie 
first and not only one piece, either. It reminded 
me.of one of the great educators of today. He was 
away from home and hotels, so he took the liberty 
of starting like a boy, with lemon ple, followed 


with layer cake, and then the solid foods, and why 


not with children, too, at a Christmas festival. 
One could not help observing, too, the unusual 
eagerness with which the abundance of sugar was 
seized. Why? Because’even with most of us it is 
the thing taken sparingly for economy’s sake. 

Well, itis all over. My Christmas has been more 
pleasant to me because I have seen thousands have 
a real Christmas, not only in foad, but also in a 
happy and glad occasion. As a very large number 
of those at that Coliseum dinner were mothers and 
children from other lands, sfeaking many lan- 
guages, and of widely differing religions, it was 
to them a splendid lesson of the great heart in the 
4 péople of this goodly land, where they nave found 
a refuge and future..- 

Such an occasion reflects great credit upon the 
Pest-Dispatch, under whose auspices it was ar- 
ranged and carried out. May it be my privilege 
to be present and in a little way assist in serving 
at the next one.

If its sworn statements 
were true, it owes the Government 
nothing. Unless it knows its sworn 
statements to have been false, why 
should it pay back to the Government 
$700,000 or any other sum received in 
the form of “drawbacks?’’. Its offer 
to settle is a confession that should be 
brought to the immediate attention of 
the Federal grand jury. 

The American Sugar Refining Co. is 
a notorious and apparently incorrigibie 
criminal. It cheated the Government 
out of millions of dollars through the 
weighing frauds at its Williamsburg 
docks. It violated the Sherman anti- 
trust law and confessed its guilt when 
it privately settled the suit brought 
against it by George H. Earle; of Phil- 
adeiphia ,in connection with the Penn- 
sylwania Sugar Refinery. Some of its 
directors are under indictment. The 
Government is proceeding against tie 
corporation for violation of the anti- 
trust law. If the Sugar Trust has also 
been collecting large sums from the 
Government on false sworn statements. 
as its own action indicates, it shoul4 
not be let off with a mere money pay- 
ment.

“No one needs voting power to ac- 
complish a good if she be honest of 
purpose. That is where the mistake 
is made. Women think if they get 
the vote the road will be clear and 
smooth, but instead of that 
trouble will just begin. Why. is jit 
that there is so much ridicule of men 
reformers? What is the popular idea 
of a man who tries, for the good of 
his community or country, to pass a 
reform bill? It is one of graft. You 
can rarely convince a person that this 
man is dis‘nterested as far as money 
is concerned in his measure, That is 
what is going to happen to women 
the moment they get the vote and 
try to introduce reforms or work for 
the*public good. 

“At present women are free from 
all suspicton of graft or favoritism. 
If a woman would do her best work, 
le? her fight shy of the political side 
of life. Let her use her good influ- 
ence with the men who are in ‘politics 
to accomplish the thing she wishes.

Their reforms lie, not in ‘busting the 
trusts,’ in uncovering State scandals, 
but in the work that affects the health 
and welfare of the working people of 
the city In which they live. 

“I do not doubt that in a matter like 
the racetrack bill women were to a 
large extent respohsible for the trend 
it took. But there you have the ques- 
tion that would arise with. the women, 
if they were in politics, just as it has 
with men in so many cases. Was that 
bill passed honestly? Was the reform 
all that it appeared or was it effected 
in so dishonest a manner that while it 
worked a reform for one part of the 
community it corrupted another? 


“At present women have risen to a 
place of such high standing in the busi- 
ness world, have proved so tapable and 
so free from any taint of bribe or graft 
that they can accomplish wonders, and 
as they become more conversant with 
affairs of state and business, and of 
their city, they will be the prime re- 
formers, because they are believed — 

“To protect the home from evil in- 
fluences, to protect young men and 
women, to work reforms through her 
influence as a woman and not as a polf- 
tician, is the greatest thing a woman 
can hope to accomplish in the world. 

“I believe men are realizing the power 
women hold in the world, and I do bBe- 
lieve that little by little men ef real 
earnestness and honest purpose will 
tseek the aid of women ‘in weir reform 
work. But the moment woman votes 
all the good she is capable of accom- 
plishing on a high scale will he done 
with. Her name will be stained with 
the brand of politics, and as a reformer 
she will not be able to accomplish even 
as much as the men. If she wishes to 
continue her real work, let her beware 
of the vote.”

STOCK

NEW YORK, Dec. 2%.—The market 
closed irregular. There was steady but 
quiet liquidation in United States Steel, 
which made traders cautious about fol- 
lowing the advice. Time money dropped 
to 3% per cent and had a tendency to 
improve sentiment. . Final prices showed 
changes both ways, with many issues 
not, quoted. 

Prices rallied sharply in the second 
hour, when shorts endeavored to cover 
their contracts. Union Pacific, Reading 
and other ‘favorites rose fractionally 
above Tuesday’s finals and the Steel 
stocks steadied. Speculation was quiet 
end professional and the outside invest- 
ment demand light. The market was 
quiet at the noon hour. Bonds were 
steady. 

The trend of the stock market was 
downward in the early trading Wednes- 
day.* U. S. Steel reflected pressure and 
there was good selling of some impor- 
tant rails. The copper stocks were ir- 
regular. 

The London market was weak and 
lower-on Americans, with losses running 
from % to % a point. The U. 8S. Steel 
issues were weak features on Wall 
street selling. The general market in 
London is unusually quiet, despite the 
fact that the year-end settlement is on. 

Trade reports. continue unfavorable, 
and the copper companies show a falling 
off in new. business. This, with the 
coming Federal] prosecution of the Elec- 
trical Trust, is making the traders 
pessimistic. The dropping of the civil 
suit against the packers, to make way 
for criminal prosecutions, indicates that 
the Government contemplates a contin- 


leading corporations. 

The annual report of the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor shows foreign ex- 
ports second largest in the history of 
the country, with record imports, The 
‘heavy volume of exports was in cotton 
and manufactured goods. 

The labor situation seems to be im- 
proving.
